HOKUAN RESOLUTION DEBATED 


"Time to Protect the Hundreds of 


guttering Americans—Hoar Op- 


poses the Measure. 


WASHINGTON, May 18.—Cuba occupied j 


the attention of tbe senate today. It 
drew large crowds to the galleries and 
brought two notable speeches, one by 
Mr. Maaon of Illinois, in favor ot the 
Morgan resolution, and the other by 
Mr. Hoar of MasaachuBettB in opposition 
to it. 


Promptly at 2 o'clock tbe presiding 


officer laid the Morgan Cuban resolution 
before the senate aud Mr. Maeon of Illi- 
nois waa recognized. 


The a«nator besan with sarcastic re- 


ference to the "polite delays" of the 
eenate. which had takeo the place of the 
"old game of filibuster." 


"On one pretense or another," be 


laid, "the opposition to thie resolution 
has succeeded in delaying action day 
after day. Day after day the American 
people bad awaited that action—had ex- 
pected that at least the barbarities of 
the Spaniards would be checked—until 
at laat it seemed aa though the -voices 
of the American people were to remain 
ailent while the 'sale of girls, the mur- 
der of 
children and the barbarities 


which the Spaniards call ^war' proceed 
in Ouba." 
"" 
The senator declared it was time to 


act; to carry out tbe platform of the 
Republican party and to speak here and 
now in behalf of Ouba. Mr. Maaon re- 
ferred to "that eplendid gentlemen" in 
the presidential chair aud to the Presi- 
dent's Ouba message in proof ot the wri- 
oua conditions pre7ailing in Ouba. 


"Here is the proof," exclaimed the 


Senator, "in the communication of the 
President stating that 800 citizens of the 
United States have been forced into 
towns and are destitute. Who forced 
them there? Was it the insurgents? 
Then there ie war in Ouba. Waa it the 
Spaniards? Tb&n il there ia not war 
there ought to be aud with us. Eight 
hundred Americans driven from home, 
starving, and still some senators eay it 
IB not much of a war," 


Tho senator suld that with this state- 


ment that 800 Americans were suffer- 
ing, we passed a reeolution ia substance 
saying: "Please, kind Mr. Spaniard, 
let ua bring home our Americana and 
protect them under our Hag," And 
yet thero is no war ia Ouba. 
"II 800 American cUUana are being 


driven to etarvatioti," exclaimed Mr. 
Mason, "compelling aa to send from our 
shore to protect them, in tho name of 
God, if it IB not war, what is it?" 


Mr. Maaon turned his attention to tbe 


retnarka favorable to England made by 
Mr. Wellington yesterday: 


"Yea, we owe her (England) a good 


deal." declared Mr. Maaon, "but we 
settled a good part of it at Bunker Hill." 


The Senator read newspaper extracts 


showing the condition of affaire in 
Ouba. 
"Is that tho hind of information," 


interjected Mr. Wellington, "that tbe 
senate o( the United 8UtM.ii to have ae 


" a basis f^' a resolution ol belligerency?" 


Mr. Mason replied that the senate 


must act on its beat information and 
when the Spaniard sells hia daughter, 
murdera his hoy and conceale the facts, 
the people m««t rely on the American 
correpondent to get at the facts. The 
senator paid a glowing tribute to those 
correspondents, eomu of whom had 
risked and given up their lives to pre- 
sent tho facta to tho American people. 
He referred to the death of Correspond- 
ent Crosby, who fell on the Held during 
an engagement. 
."Audyet,"*ugReated Mr. Gallimter, 


ironically, "there ia no war in Ouba." 


Mr. Maaon and Mr. Wellington had a 


warm colloquy as to what the latter had 
Bald ol the "paper" government of the 
Cubans and as to the difference be- 
tween the strength ol the Cubann and 
that of Washington at Valley Forge. 
The Illinois senator declared that IIH 
cared nothing as to the forms of the 
Cuban government or the location of 
its capital, for "if it had nothing but 
the heavens for a shelter, then 1 am for 
that juat the same." 


Mr. Wellington protested 
against 


florae of Mr. MasonrB statements. Ho 
insisted, he said, on having fairness in 
tho discussion. "I will not be misrep- 
resented on tbe floor of the senate, and 
I will not have American history per- 
verted, even for the benefit of the Ou- 
ban inaurgents," he declared. 


Mr. Maaon dismissed the protest 


lightly with such a jocular manner that 
the galleries broke into loud laughter. 


Proceeding, Mr. Maaonaaid: "When 


you get at tho deep undertone of the 
conscience of tbe Christian people of 
this country, they say let us have free- 
dom in Cuba. They say let the Span- 
iard go back to his own land and let ua 
have no slaves upon our continent. You 
can call that jingo as long as you like. 
You may define jingo aa long as you 
please. Patrick Henry waa a jingoiet, 
according to the definition of the gentle- 
men who are trying to keep the insur- 
gents in Ouba. Every man who would 
rather fight than buy peace at the dis- 
honor of his wife or his child haa been 
called a jingo from the days of early re- 
publics until now. I am for the liberty, 
for the independence of Ouba on a bet- 
ter and broader ground. I propose bet- 
ter environments; not lor trade or com- 
merce; not for extension of territory— 
and that is the distinction between tbe 
ordinary English law maker and our* 


prevail. Tbe senate, ho said, should 
nek the President to use his good oflicv8 
with Spain to secure peace and the .in* 
dependence of Caba and that was what 
the Republican platform proposed. He 
would uave the facta found ae a court 
found them before entering judgment 
and would then say to Spain: "We 
have found fmch and fluch facts on 
which we propose to act and if you don't 
stop that war, we'll stop it" and he 
would not etand in the senate and brag 
and splutter. 


Mr. Hoar said with eome feeling that 


be supposed he was oneof the "barn- 
acles" to which Mr. Mason referred and 
spoke of the reckless introduction of 
resolutions based on Idle reports. 


Mr. Burrows of Michigan secured the 


floor for a speech but as it was 4.15 p.m. 
he yielded for an executive session, and 
at 4.30 tho senate adjourned. .
